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Allowable Subject Matter 

In regards to claim 1, none of the reference of record alone or in combination discloses or 
suggests a recording method for recording a user data stream on a dual layer recordable disk 
having a first layer and a second layer, the method comprising an act of performing an Optimum 
Power Control (OPC) procedure for determining an actual optimum writing power, said 
Optimum Power Control procedure being performed in variably located OPC-areas on the disk 
that are variably located on the first layer and the second layer, at least one of the variably 
located OPC-areas is positioned on the first or second layer and located relatively close to a 
radius where the user data stream switches from the first layer to the second layer, wherein a 
first user data area extends from a lead-in zone of tlie first layer to a radius Rl of the of the 
first layer, and a first middle zone and a second user data area extends beyond radius Rl of 
the first layer, and a third user data area extends from a lead out zone to a second radius 
R2 in the second layer, and a second middle zone and a fourth user data area extends 
beyond radius R2, wherein approximately half of the user data stream is written to each of 
the first and third user data areas, and substantially none of the user data stream is written 
to the second and fourth user data. 

Claims 6, 21, 22, 28 and 29 recite similar limitations, and claims 2, 4, 5, 23, 24, 25 and 
27 depend from claim 1. Accordingly, claims 1, 2, 4-6, 21-25 and 27-29 are allowed.
